1. An apparatus for autonomic power adjustment in an electronic device, 
comprising: 

a collector configured to collect indicia representative of one of a plurality of anatomical 
states associated with different user body positions in relation to an electronic device for a user 
who maintains close proximity to the electronic device; 

a determination module configured to determine a power state for the electronic device 
based on the indicia, the power state is representative of one of a plurality of hierarchical power 
states; and 

a power control module configured to selectively adjust power supplied to subsystems of 
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the electronic device to transition to the determined power state. 

4. The apparatus of claim 1, wherein the determination module is further configured 
to select a lowest power state in response to the indicia. 

5. The apparatus of claim 1 , wherein the determination module is further configured 
to select a lower power state in response to the indicia.
